The  Ohio  University  Fund  Board  of 
Trustees  was  expanded  from  13  to  20 
members  as  the  result  of  a  meeting  in 
Columbus  on  April  6. 

Membership  on  the  board  now  in- 
cludes the  president  of  the  University 
as  well  as  its  treasurer,  vice  president 
for  university  relations  and  director  of 
development,  who  assumes  the  role  of 
executive  director  of  the  Fund.

SENIOR  CITIZENS 

As  of  September,  1973  Ohio  Univer- 
sity may  be  welcoming  a  totally  new 
group  of  freshmen  to  campus.  As  a 
public  service  to  Senior  Citizens,  the 
University  will  begin  this  fall  to  offer 
course  attendance  privileges  to  anyone 
over  62  years  of  age  for  a  special  one 
time  processing  fee  of  $5.00. 

After  paying  the  $5.00  fee,  a  Senior 
Citizen  may  make  arrangements  with 
an  instructor  to  sit  in  on  any  classes 
which  are  not  radically  overcrowded 
or  which  do  not  require  prohibitivelv 
expensive  resource  material.  No  in- 
structional or  special  course  fees  will 
be  charged. 

There  is  no  limit  on  the  number  of 
courses  which  may  be  taken,  but  aca- 
demic credit  toward  graduation  is  not 
available  for  courses  taken  under  this 
program. 

An  office  to  direct  the  Senior  Citi- 
zens program  is  being  established  with- 
in the  Extension  Division  of  the  Uni- 
versity. Curtis  Johnson,  Director  of  the 
Extension  Division,  is  currently  seeking 
a  retired  University  faculty  member  or 
administrator  to  direct  the  program  on 
a  voluntary  basis.

University  budget  status  remains  unclear 


AIiIhiuhIi  llic  L'ni\  I'isil)  adininistra- 
lioii  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  ha\e 
appioxfd  a  $43.127.nnO  budget  for 
1973-74.  ilif  cxai  t  fiiiaiuial  status  of 
tlic  Lni\(isit\  lor  the  next  academic 
\car  will  lie  unclear  for  some  time.  The 
lac  k  of  ])rccise  financial  information  is 
based  u])on  two  considerations;  first, 
the  amount  of  state  support  to  be  re- 
ct'i\ed  is  still  imdecided  and  second,  the 
exact  fall  1973  enrollment  is  unknown. 

Two  major  projjosals  for  funding 
higher  education  in  Ohio  ha\e  been 
clcli\crcd  to  the  General  Assembly 
since  the  end  of  March.  A  resolution 
from  the  Inter-University  Council

President  CHaude  R.  Sowle,  a  mem- 
l)cr  ol  ILC'  -  com|3osed  of  the  ])resi- 
dcnt  and  one  board  member  of  each 
of  tlic  state  assisted  unixersities  —  has 
cam])aigned  both  with  legislators  and 
tax])ayers  for  the  fi.fi  jjercent  increase. 
The  figure  is  cited  by  the  lUC  as  the 
minimal    increase   needed    to   allow   the 


state  uni\ersities  to  operate  on  a  "con- 
tinuation  budget"   basis. 

.Mthough  the  IL'C:  would  jaermit  a 
3  percent  increase  in  student  fees  if 
necessary  to  reach  the  6.5  percent  level, 
I'resident  Sowle  has  personally  urged 
that  state  funding  be  increased  suffi- 
ciently to  a\oid  a  fee  raise.  He  has  re- 
ferred repeatedly  in  his  campaigning  to 
two  facts:  Ohio  ranks  47th  among  the 
."iO  states  in  per  capita  support  of  higher 
education,  and  Ohio  students  in  the 
state-assisted  universities  pay  fees  which 
are  the  fifth  highest  in  the  nation. 

In  April  Governor  Gilligan  an- 
nounced a  revised  proposal  for  higher 
education  funding  for  the  1973-75  bi- 
ennium  which  would  raise  the  state's 
le\el  of  assistance  from  3  to  5  percent. 
First  interpreted  as  being  a  5  percent 
increase  in  subsidy  support  only, 
( oujjled  with  a  freeze  on  student  fees, 
a  subsecjuent  Board  of  Regents'  inter- 
pretation of  the  proposal  indicated  the 
5  percent  increase  was  on  the  entire 
"expenditure  model,"  or  the  total  cost 
of  educating  students.

The  tall,  dark  stranger  in  the  back  of  this  happy  crowd  is 
none  other  than  David  Scott,  director  of  alumni  affairs.  In  this 
instance,  he's  directing  a  particularly  successful  alumni  affair — 
the  Alumni  Greek  Tour,  last  March   18  thru  the  25th. 


proposed  5  ]jercent  annual  increase  will 
generate  an  approximate  increase  in 
state  funds  of  $1  million  for  1973-74 
and  $2.2  million  in  1974-75.  The  mil- 
lion dollar  disparity  between  the  two 
years  is  a  consequence  of  the  special 
allowance  provided  the  University  for 
this  year  over  the  actual  entitlement 
earned  for  enrollment.  The  extra  fund- 
ing was  permitted  by  the  Board  of 
Regents  to  offset  losses  in  fee  income 
caused  by  the  unexpected  drop  in  en- 
rollment. 

President  Sowle  has  indicated  that 
while  he  is  encouraged  by  the  gover- 
nor's revised  funding  proposal  for 
higher  education,  he  still  does  not  feel 
the  governor  has  gone  far  enough.  He 
will  persist  in  his  efforts,  in  accordance 
with  the  JUG  resolution,  to  get  the 
legislature  to  increase  overall  funding 
to  the  6.5  percent  level  and  to  provide 
separate  funding  for  any  civil  service 
cost  increases  mandated  by  the  legis- 
lature. 

The  need  for  the  continued  drive  for 
the  6.5  percent  level  is  evident  when 
exact  figures  are  considered.  Under  the 
governor's  revised  proposal  for  state 
funding,  and  assuming  enrollment  and, 
therefore,  fee  income  at  essentially  thC; 
same  level  as  that  of  the  current  year, 
Ohio  University  will  be  an  estimated 
$400,000  short  of  funds  for  its  1973-74 
budget. 

The  enrollment  assumption  is  a  tenu- 
ous one.  Total  state  enrollment  figures 
for  1973-74  have  been  revised  down- 
ward several  times  by  the  regents  and 
the  governor.  Freshman  application 
figures,  down  18  percent  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, are  down  as  much  as  35  per- 
cent at  some  other  universities.  Many 
officials  are  hopeful  that  applications 
are  merely  being  made  at  a  later  date 
this  year  since  competition  in  obtaining 
college  admission  is  less. 

A  strenuous  recruitment  and  reten- 
tion effort  was  initiated  by  Ohio  Uni- 
versity last  fall.  University  officials  are 
hopeful  the  major  results  of  the  cam- 
paign will  show  in  Ohio  University's 
enrollment  totals  for  September,  1973.
